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FOREWORD 


Welcome to Baldwin’s Auction 108, our third consecutive auction in the last three months and marks 
our sixth sale in the last twelve months. The sale consists of a wide variety of ancient, British, Irish, 
Scottish and world coins, with some exceptionally rare pieces and some of the finest known examples. 


The ancient coin section leads with a group of affordable ancient gold pieces, including a high grade 
Koson stater (#1), various aureii and solidi. These are followed by Roman coins, with a collection of 
coins of Caligula, both imperial and provincial. Of varying grades, these offer the opportunity to 
pick up modest and affordable examples of the popular and notorious emperor. The Ancient Greek 
section includes three gold staters of Philip II (#46, 47 and 48) with #48 having appeared in the Lockett 
Collection. The superb ‘Temple of Janus’ aureus of Nero is not to be missed (#56), with its fantastic 
reverse design. The ancient coins are rounded up with group lots. 


The highlight of the British hammered silver section is a fabulous Carlisle Besieged Shilling (#92) 
much as struck and probably one of the finest available for commerce. (#96) is an exceptional 
1651 Fine Work Shilling with a most impressive provenance. Hammered gold is represented by 
a delightful Edward VI Sovereign (#84) and one of the finest known (#95) Commonwealth Gold 
Crowns of 1651 NGC MS65 alongside many other notable specimens in the sale. After the British 
section is a small but varied collection of Maundy Sets and a small collection of Irish and Scottish 
coins. 


Our World Coins selection opens with a beautiful Queen’s Diamond Jubilee gold Proof set, featuring 
Canadian Proof 300 Dollars with inset diamond. The set was created as a collaboration between three 
royal mints and it is a rarity. This is followed by Chinese Republican and Provincial coins highlighted 
with a rare Hupeh 10 Cent coin with ‘Ben Shen’ inscription — the utmost rarity of which only eight 
pieces are recorded in NGC and PCGS grade populations. We are also featuring the second part of 
the McEIney Collection of Chinese silver Dollars. Coins of India are represented from antiquity to 19" 
century, with highlights being the Madras Presidency gold Two Pagoda and Pagoda, in high grades of 
MS 64 and MS 66 respectively. From Islamic gold coins, a stand out is the extremely rare and elusive 
Pattern Triple Dinar from Kuwait of which only a handful are known: only one other has come to the 
market in the last decade. We are also presenting a wide selection of different denominations of cobs 
from Spain and Mexico, always popular items! Finally, for the collectors of early American coins, in 
particular coinage of New England, there is a lovely Pine Tree Shilling from 1652 — American coins 
conclude our auction.

By the autumn of 1644, much of northern England was under the control of Parliament. Carlisle, which remained loyal to the 
king, was blockaded by a Scots army under the command of David Leslie from October to June the following year. In May 
1645, an emergency issue of three-shilling and one-shilling coins was struck from silver plate supplied by the besieged citizens. 
Interestingly, these coins were tariffed at more than their intrinsic silver value — six shillings face being produced from five 
shillings’ worth of metal.

The Gold Unite of twenty shillings had been struck from 1649 until 1660, the first nine years of the type carried the mintmark 
Sun. The 1658 and 1660 issues were embossed with the anchor mintmark, during the protectorship of Richard Cromwell. Anchor 
mintmarks, irrespective of denomination or type are far rarer, and have always had significantly higher price tags attached to 
them. They all were struck in 22ct Gold, with only one type and were the largest denomination Gold coin available throughout 
the Commonwealth period. Imposing and yet minimalistic coins, with the omission of any Royal portrait and the exchange of 
Latin for English in the legends they immediately stand out as an anomaly; nevertheless the Unites of the Commonwealth have 
been gradually gaining momentum at both auction and in dealers trays, especially in numismatic grades. There is a however a 
beauty to these coins, a straightforwardness found in their minimalist style. For the first two years after the Restoration the same 
denominations were struck [with the exception of the Silver Crown] in Charles II’s hammered coinage as were issued during 
the Commonwealth. Immediately, all the heraldry, a complex crowned garnished oval reverse coat of arms, a monogram, Latin 
legends and most importantly a left facing royal bust were restored and re-introduced, with a crown mintmark no less. The 
horrors of the interregnum were ostensibly over, Charles II’s hammered issues gave back a normalcy in the popular consciousness.

With only a handful believed to be in existence, the above coin is a perfect example of a true Victorian copper penny rarity. 
Victorian Copper Pennies have seemingly seen little change over their lifetime of issue; fairly large quantities were issued in 
comparison to earlier reigns but are scarce in number when compared to the massive issues of the smaller bronze pennies of 
1860-94. The pure copper composition caused the coins to wear more quickly than other metals or composites, making high grade 
specimens very scarce indeed. Varieties and changes in design have been recorded throughout this age by Greuber, Bramahs, and 
notably in more recent times, Pecks and Gouby. These varieties representing the smallest fraction of the already relatively small 
issue, it is little wonder that some are not spotted or recorded by such notable numismatists. 11858 has notably the largest number 
of reworked dies within the whole of the Victoria copper issues; the actual obverse dies used have been recorded as 1852, 1853, 
1856, 1857. This in turn would lead one to believe the same process would have been undertaken with the reverse dies, but little 
to no interest has been paid to their study. A reference was found by chance, and noted, in an old Coin Guide of an 1858 penny 
reverse with a Large Rose, this reference was taken as no more than the recording of a newly completed rose whereas before the 
top petal was missing from most copper penny reverses. No images or other distinguishing factors were given (this was an age of 
typed descriptions not images). It wasn’t until a few years later after inspecting all 1858 Pennies available for commerce that the 
1858 Large Rose Penny was finally discovered. The Rose, much larger, along with the Thistle, leaves, and shamrock within the 
exergue had been reworked and the emblem was proportionally similar to that of the Halfpenny.

Coinages of the Lord Justices, ‘Ormonde Money’ (1643-4), The 1642 Lords Justices issues were followed in 1643 by a larger 
emergency series of crude, silver coins. These are colloquially known as Ormonde Money as they were issued by the Lord 
Justice, the Earl of Ormonde between 1643-1644. Authorized by Charles I from his military headquarters at Oxford, England by a 
proclamation of May, 25th, 1643. Generally sourced from cut silver plate as was so often the case with siege pieces, with several 
of the customary denominations put forward; Crowns, Halfcrowns, Shillings, Sixpences, Groats, three and twopences, using 
Roman numerals, eg; II VI, for two shillings and Sixpence [Halfcrown]. The Twopence is widely recognised as the rare and key 
denomination within the series On especially well kept examples one can see the original patterns of the silver plate, in very few 
instances the hallmark from the Dublin Silversmith’s Guild is also embossed and visible.

Murray states in his article ‘The Scottish Gold and Silver coinages of Charles I’ that in 1636 Briot was permitted to produce a Half-merk, 
Forty penny and Twenty penny pieces. An act of Privy council on the 23rd June 1636 authorised the Lord high treasurer to work 
and liaise with Briot on wider monetary matters, a further act on the 21st July put forward the notion of minting the half merk, the 
forty and twenty pence pieces with specific details, such as the fineness and guidelines for weight, amongst other technicalities. 
These patterns are all of the highest rarity, Mr Ian Stewart argues that Briot may have issued them as a prelude to put his case 


(and immense skill) forward, for ultimately introducing machinery to the mint, ushering in the transition of hammered to milled 
coinage.

The Council Medal was presented to only 170 exhibitors in the Great Exhibition of 1851. The Royal Commissioners set up a Council of 
Chairmen of the Juries who had the decision on which recommendations from the Juries would receive this most exclusive award. Medals were 
presented alongside a decorated certificate signed by Prince Albert and illustrated with detailed engravings of the medal design, and a bound 
copy of the extensive Juries’ reports on the exhibits. The Bolton engineering company of B Hick & Son received one of these coveted medals for 
exhibiting models of an ‘Hydraulic Press’, an ‘Oscillating Engine’ and a locomotive — plus steam-engines, wheat cleaning machines, drilling 
machines and many other items. Hick’s wheel design was used on a number of Great Western Railway engines including what may have been 
the world’s first streamlined locomotive; an experimental prototype, named Grasshoper, driven by Brunel at 100 miles per hour in around 
1847. Between 1837 and 1840 the company subcontracted for Edward Bury and Company, supplying engines to the Midland Counties 
Railway, London and Birmingham Railway, North Union Railway, Manchester and Leeds Railway and indirectly to the Grand Crimean 
Central Railway via the London and North Western Railway in 1855. B Hick & Son were a very important part of British industrial history 
~ and especially Railway history. Situated in Northwest England, the centre of Britain's cotton and coal industries, Benjamin Hick built up 
his Bolton foundry business to employ over 400 men before his death in 1842, Hick manufactured a vast range of stationary and locomotive 


steam engines, boilers, water wheels and mill gearing to customers at home and overseas 1864, they were also responsible for the introduction 
of the highly efficient American Corliss valve gear into the UK.

The Atlantic Charter was a joint declaration released by U.S. President Franklin D. Roosevelt and British Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
on the 14th. of August 1941, following a meeting of the two heads of government in Newfoundland. The Atlantic Charter provided a broad 
statement of U.S. and British war aims. It set out the end goals of a global war that the United States was to enter four months later: no 
territorial aggrandizement; no territorial changes made against the wishes of the people; self-determination; restoration of self-government to 
those deprived of it; reduction of trade restrictions; global cooperation to secure better economic and social conditions for all; freedom from fear 
and want; freedom of the seas; and abandonment of the use of force, as well as disarmament of aggressor nations. 

The meeting had been called in response to the geopolitical situation in Europe by mid-1941. Although Great Britain had been spared from 
a German invasion in the autumn of 1940 and, with the passage of the U.S. Lend Lease Act in March 1941, GB was assured U.S. material 
support, by the end of May, German forces had inflicted humiliating defeats upon British, Greek, and, Yugoslav forces in the Balkans and were 
threatening to overrun Egypt and close off the Suez Canal, thereby restricting British access to its possessions in India. When the Germans 
invaded the Soviet Union on the 22nd. of June 1941, few policymakers in Washington or London believed that the Soviets would be able to 
resist the Nazi onslaught for more than six weeks. While the British Government focused its efforts on dealing with the Germans in Europe, 
they were also concerned that Japan might take advantage of the situation to seize British, French, and Dutch territories in Southeast Asia.

Pierre Jules César Janssen, (22 Feb.1824 — 23 Dec.1907), French astronomer who in 1868 discovered the chemical element helium and how 
to observe solar prominences without an eclipse. His work was independent of that of the Englishman Sir Joseph Norman Lockyer, who made 
the same discoveries at about the same time. 

While observing a solar eclipse in Guntur, India, on August 18, 1868, Janssen noted that the spectral lines in the solar prominences were so 
bright that they should be easily observable in daylight. The next day he used his spectroscope to study the solar prominences. That enabled 
many more such observations to be made than previously, when such phenomena had been observable only for the few minutes’ duration of 


solar eclipses. During his observations he also noted a yellow spectral line near, but distinct from, the prominent lines of sodium. That line 
was from helium, which was not observed on Earth until 1895.

11. INTERPRETATION 


11.1. In these Conditions: 
‘Baldwins’, ‘auctioneer’, ‘us’ or ‘we’ means A H Baldwin & Sons Limited; 


‘Bidder’ and 'you' means a person making, attempting to make or considering making a bid for a Lot including a Buyer, 


‘Buyer’ means the person who makes the highest bid for a Lot which is accepted by the auctioneer and if the person is acting as an agent, will be a reference 
to its principal only if Baldwin's has accepted the agency in writing; 


‘Catalogue’ means a catalogue, price list or other publication or price list; ‘Commission Bid’ means an instruction from a Bidder to us to bid on

‘Purchase Price’ means the Hammer Price plus buyer's premium and VAT where applicable; 


‘Reserve’ means a confidential price below which the auctioneer will not sell a Lot or will re-purchase on behalf of the Seller or for the account of Baldwin's.
